(3times)(6)Wash the right arm up 
totheeibowand then the left arm; 
(3 times each), (7)Wet the hands; 
with water, pass them (Massah) 
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over the head, clean the inner 
ears with index fingers and outer 
ears with thumbs, and finaly pass 
the back of the hands over the 
back of the nape as well as the 
sides of the neck( Massah one 
time). (8) Finally, wash the ^fight 
foot upto and including the ankles 
and between fingers, then the left 
foot likewise also washing in-be¬ 
tween the toes (3 times).

The Zohar Namaaz on friday is 
fardh-ul-ain that means it is 
I obligatory to one and all. Much 
emphasis has been layed on it, 
theie is no Zohar fardh salaat but 
instead the Jum^aah salaat has 
been fixed.The Jumu^dah salaat, 
jis fardh on all major, 
sane.healthy and muqeem (Resi¬ 
dent ) men. 

The sequence of salaat ts as 
follows:

During the nrtonth of Ramzaan 
after Namaaz -e-lsha before the 
Namaaz of wajib-ui-witr twenty 
Rak^aat of Taraweeh are sunnat, 
performed by two-twp Rak’aats 
in congregation . It can also be 
performed individually but 
jamaat is prefered.

"O People^ lend me an attentive 
ear, for I don't know whether, af¬ 
ter this year, I shall ever be 
amongst you again^ Therefore 
listen to.what f am saying to you 
carefully and take these words to 
those who could not be present 
here today. 

O People Just as you regard this 
month, this day, this city as Sa¬ 
cred, so regard the fife and prop¬ 
el of every Muslim 
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as a sacred trust. Roturn the 
goods entrusted to you to their 
nghtfuf owners^ Hurt no one so 
'that no one may hurt you. Re-^ 
member that you will indeed 
meet your Lord, and that He will 
indeed reckon your deeds. Allah 
has forbidden you to take usury 
(Interest), therefore all Interest 
obligation shall henceforth be 
waived... 

Seware of Satan, for your safety 
of your religion. He has lost all 
hope that he will ever be able to 
lead you astray in big things, so 
^eware of following him in small 
things. 

O People, it is true that you have 
certain rights with regard 
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to yourworrmn, but they also have 
Tight over you. If they abide by 
your right then to them belongs 
I the right to be fed and clothed in 
Kindness. Do treat your women 
well and be kirfd to them for they 
jare your partners and comitted 
helpers. And it is your right that 
they do not make friends with any ^ 
one of whom you do not approve, 

as^wefi as never to commit adul¬ 
tery. 

O People, listen to me in earnest,/ 
whorship Alt^^ say your five daily 
prayers (Salahj, fast during the 
month of Ramadhan, and give 
your wealth in Zakat Perform Hajj; 

I if you can afford 
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to. You know that every Muslim 
is the brother of another Muslim, 
You are all equal. Nobody has 
superiority over other except by 
piety and good action. 
Remember, one day you will ap¬ 
pear before Allah and answer for 
your deeds. So beware, do not 
astray from the path of righ¬ 
teousness after \ am gone. 

O People, no prophet or apostle 
will come after me and no new 
faith will be bom. Reason well, 
therefore, O People, and under¬ 
stand my words which I convey 
to you. I leave behind me two 
things, the Qur'an and my ex- 
I ample, the Sunnah and if you 
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follow these you will never go 
astray. 

All those who listen to me shall 
pass on tny words to others and 
those to others again; and may 
the last ones understand my 
better than those who lis¬ 
ten to metlirecly. Be my witness 
oh Affah that f have conveyed 
your message to your people."
